it ſhould ſo confound and ſuffocate all Sence , 
reyther Man nor Beaſt ſhould bee able to breathe 
or live. 

Now for the Vertue and operation of the water,jt 
is to be noted, thar through the coldneſſe thereof, it 
conglutinateth and binderh in mixt bodies, both 
fore andmembers together, which bee of diuers 

indes ; as bones with fleſh and ſinewes, fieſh with (i- 
newes and bones, and finewes with bones and fleſh, 
Euen as for a familiar example , wee ſee inthe time 
of any grear Froſt , the ſtrength of the cold how it 
bindeth things of diuers kindes together ,; bringing 
into one maſſe or ſubſtance both Water, dirtzſtones, 
ſtrawes.,ſtickes, and leaves : The water alſo withits 
coldneſſe., doth temper and coole the inflammation 
and beat of the fire, gathering togerher thoſe things 
Which otherwiſe the violent heat would diſperſcand 
{cater abroad.

Laſtly, for the vertue-and" operation of the Earth 
it 1s ditough his drinefſe in mixrt Bodies , fo mh.

that they could hot hold together; as wee may ſee 
inPaſte, VVaxe, and fuch like , which. whileſt it is 
moyſt; 'will receive no print, bur becing once hard- 
pov it retainerh any forme that is preſt into it.

the Ayrezcoldneſfe to the water , and drineffe to the 
. Earth. And thus briefly you ſee,that of theſe folre 
common Elements, or common. beginners of - 
things zthe fire being hore, ſeparateth the ayre be. 
idg moyſt, ſhaperh ; the water being cold, binderh , 
and the carth being drye , hardneth and rerayneth, 
The.wuſe that you areto-make of this knowledge, 0. 
ver and beſide the compoſition of a narurall body, 
is, that when you finde any ſickneſle or infirmity, 
which roceedethfrom the fire , as inflammations 
of rhe body,or ſuch like ; that then you apply ſim.

med, Docible, Obedient,and Familiar with the man, 
And ſo long as cyther Hotfe, 'or any other thing, 
continueth in the mediocrity and excellency of his 
pe: temperament ,' ſo long we may truely iudge 
 . himof a good remper and diſpoſition, but if there 
be any ouer-flow of qualirics, or exceſſe in his Hu. 
mors.as eyther in heate,coldneſſe, moyſtnefle,or dri: 
nefſe,then we ſay he is eyther a hot cholericke horſe, 
acold dull Horſs 2 drye miſchieuous Horle , or a 
moyſt cowardly Horſe, according to the oucr. flow 
of that qualiry which raigneth in him. | ; 

Agayne, enery Horſe is fayd to/haue his due Tem- 
perament according to his age', and the Countrey 
wherein he is bred,and ſomerimes according to the 
time of the ycare wherein hee liueth. And thus a 
horſe in his foale-age, which is till he be fixe yeares 
old, is naturally hore and moyſt. In his middle age, 
which is till rwelue, more hote and dry then moyſt , 
and in his old age, which is paſt cighteene, more 
£91d and dry,then eyther hot or moyſt.. So likewiſe 
the Horſes which are bred in Southerne parts,as cy- 
ther in Sparc, Bar bayy,or Greece, are naturally mire 
hote then thoſe which are bred eyther in the ſeuen- 
teene Lands,Germany,or Englard,ncither is theres 
ny Horſe which is in good ſtate of body, that 'is ſo 
hote inthe Spring time of the yeare, as in the'Sulns”

which obſcrnations are wxh moſt curious diligence 
to:be gbſerued of every Horſe-leach, when he goeth 
about to cure any ſickneſle : for vnleſfe hee confider 
their Natures and temperatures , and other 
circumſtance already declared, hee ſhall right ſoone 
be deceiued in the: adminiſtration of his Phyſicke. 
Therefore Learneſtly aduiſe-cuery Farrier , before 
hee giue any drench or potion, firſt to enquire the 
kind,race,and diſpoſition of the Horſe ; next his age, 
then the Conritrey, andlaſtly,th= time of the yeare: 
and ſoaccording tothe truth thereof,to mixe his re. 
ceipts. 

It is, moſt expeientalſo for.euery Horſe-leach to 
coalider the fecond qualities , -whuch are fo. called, 
becauſe they: take rheir , beginnings from the firſt 
qualities already declared , of which ſecond quali- 
ties, ſome be called'palpable., or to bee touched, as 
theie, ſoftneſle, hardneſle, ſmoothneſle, roughneſle, 
roughneſle, bricklenefle, lightnefle, heauineſle, thin- 
nefie,thikneſſe, ſmalneſſe, groſneſlc, and ſuch other 
like.

If he parti- 
cipate more of the fire then of any of the other Ele- 
ments,then we hold hinr to be a cholerick Horſe,and 
his colour is eyther a bright ſorrel.a cole blacke with.

ſuch a Gray as neyther will cuer turne a Daple gray, 
a White; or a Flea-bitten, and theſe Horſes are of 
nature {12 ht, hore, fiery , and ſeldome of any grear 
ſtrength : theſe Horſes are much ſubieR to peſtilenr 
Feuers, Yellowes , and inflammatious of the Lizer. 
Therefore cuery Farrier (all be carefull in the com-

7 Fr you can by theſe S7znes and Charaters, - 
iudgeand oppoper eyther the health or ſickneſſe 

of a Horſe, it is then neceſlary that you learne ſome 
generall Rules and Obſcruations which belong to 
the Phyſicking of a horle , leaſt thar eyther by your 
Raſſtſle, Yn5kilfalniſſe or vncleanlineſſe in what 
you go abour to do, you commit errours moſt groſſe 
then the Medicige you adminiſter hath power to do 
good. - Know then firſt, that whenſocuer you goe 
abour to ginde'your Horſe any inward portion or 
drench; you muſt firſt take very carefull heede that 
your dr:nke be no more then m1{ke warme : for there 
is nothing more morrall toa horſe then the ſcalding 
of 'his'$/aarte." Next , you muſt be very carefull 
that you gjule the Drench eafily and gently, leaſt in 
making too much haſte, the drinke paſſe into his we. 
ſand or winde-pipe; and ſo force him to an extreame 
coughing; and almoſt ſuffocate him :which if ir doe, 
you mult then ler his head looſe ,” and walke him v 
and dowae till the paſſion be paſt. Laſtly, you 


-obſerue, in giuing a Drench, to draw our the horſes 


tongue” 
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« tongue before you. put in the horne, and then pre- 
ſenly ler it looſe againe - for that will compell Fin 
to ſwallow whether he will or no. And this is prin- 
cipally to be vſcd when you giue your Horſe pilles, 

as Butter and Garlicke, Butter and Sanders, or But- 

ter and Sauen . Alſo, cuery drench will worke the 
better , the longer you keepe thie ficke horſe faſting, 

both before and after his medicine; wherein is ike. 

wiſc tobe obſerucd, that m&derate exerciſe ( as gen- 

tly walking,or trotting vp arid downe ; according to 

the horſes ſtrength after his drench receiued)is moſt 

wholeſome, and maketh the medicine worke a great 

deale the better, 

You ſhall likewiſe obſcrue if your horſes ſickneſſe 
be a Feuer,to mixe alwayes your ſimples either with 
warme water, with hony or with oyle; but if the dil. 
eaſe be Coughes, Rhumes, or = thing that procee- 
deth of cold cauſzs , then you ſhall mixe your fim- 

les with good Ale, or Wine; andif your horſe bee 
ken low and weake with ſickneſſc, then you ſhall 
mixe your ſimples with Milke or Eggcs. 

You ſhall alſo obſcrue , that in bloud. letting, you 
muſt rake but half: ſo much from a young Colt, as 
from an old Horſe , and bur the fourth part from a 
yearling foalc : alſo in letting bloud , you muſt care- 
fully regard the age and ſtrength of your horſe, ra. 
king more or -leſle according to his ability of bo.Jy, 
Laſtly, lerting of bloud is cither to diyert fickneſle 
and 'preſerue health, or to refreſh and cogle the ſpi- 
rits, or to diminiſh bloud, or elſe to purge grofle and 
bad humors. Jy 

Obſerue before you let your horſe bloud;firſt mo- 
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deratcly to chafe or exercife him: then let him take 
reſt a day before his letting blood , and three dayes 
after ; not forgetting that 4pr:{/and Oober are the 
rwo incizalt ſeaſons of the yeare for that purpoſe, 
except vrgent occaſion be miniſtred. 

Obſerue whenſoeuer you Rake your horſe with 
your hand (which is to draw his Ordure-out of his 
Fundament when hee cannot dung ) that: then firſt 
you annoynt all yourhand with Saller oyle, or Bur.

Weede, called Srome-crop, and bruiſing it ira Mor- 
tar, take ſome foure ſpoonefull of the tuyce thereof, 
and infuſe it in aquart of ſtrong Alc , and giuc it the

JE He&ique fever in horſes, is a dangerous and 
mortall feuer, beingin a horſe the brit originall 
breeder of a conſumption,it is a ce-taine hot and dry 
humor which runneth berweene the skinne and the 
fleſh, proceeding from a ſicke ſtomacke, which ha- 
uing binſcalded with hot dri.kes (as thoſe ill dieted 
running horſes be, which feed ypon much ſpice, or 
thoſe which take, hot drenches vppon euery fooliſh 
and ſlight occaſion) hath almoſt cleane loſt the pow. 
er of digeſtion:, It ſomerimes happens to thoſe 
horſes which mcn too caicfully teaching todrinke 
Beere and, Wine, doe {o continually apply them 
thereumo,. that in the end; they become ſubiect to 
this ſickneſſe. The fignesto know it.is; the horſe will 
ncuer cate With any appetite, and when you-draw 
out his tongue, you thall inde it raw, and almoſt 
{6aldedg .his cſh will be looſe and fAlaggy,: and his 
body -ſubic&toa concinnall trembling. . The curc is, 
firſt waſh his tongue either with the firrop of © Mul- 
beries,or with Ailome,running water, ſage & wood-

'at the fal of the leafe, which we cal Autamne,8& they 
are of longer continuance then the other.

For they are the ſame feuers, onely altering the time 
of the yeere. If therefore your horſedoe chance to 
catch a feuer at the fall of the leafe, youſhall let him 
bloo4 on his necke veine, and in the. palate of his 
month, and you ſhall giue him to drinke the ſame 
drinke which is fomerly ſet down for the feter con- 
tinuall,and there is r.o doubt of his recouery.

Jerc is nothing we» certayne then that a horſe 
many times will piſſe blood in ſtead of vrine, the 
cauſe (as the moſt ancient Farriers ſuppoſe) procee.

much labour, or t50 heauy a burthen, eſpecially 
when the horle is fat: for by cither of them the horie 
may come to breake ſome veine in his body , and 
then you ſhall ſee cleare blood come out, and no V- 
rine at all, but if the blood be mixt with vrine, then 
they ſuppoſe it commeth from the kidneyes, hauing

Of a horſe that js foundred in his feete. 


A Horſe is ſayd to be foundredof his fezre, when 
he hath f.ch a numbneſle, and pricking or ting- 
ling within his hoofes, that he hath neither ſence nor 
Feeling of his feere , bur is inall reſpeRs like a man 
that dy hard or c1ooked fitting hath both his feere 
aſleepe (as we call it ) during which paſſion, we know 
we-can neithcr well go nox ſtand , and euen fair fa. 
reth with a horſe in this caſe, for the courſe of the 
bloud beceing ſtopped , thoſe obſtrutions cauſerh 
this torment. . It commeth moſt commonly when 
a horſe vs very fat, and hath his greaſe molten with- 
in him-, and. then ſuddainely cooled by raking his 
ſaddle off roo ſoone, or by ſtanding ſtill jn the 
cold vnſtirred , or ell by lerting him and in ſoſne 
ſhallow water litrle higher then his fer-lockes. 

A horſe alfo may be foundred by wearing ſtraight 
and - yncafie ſhooes, eſpecially in the Sommer 
pig when a horſe trauaileth vppon the hard 

rour.d. 

. The ſignes to know it, is, the horſe gocth crou- 
ching .. and drawing all his foure feete within the 
compaſlc almoſt of a pecke, and will ſtand ſo feare- 
full-- as though he ſtood vpon needles. 

N ow you ſhall vaderſtand, that a horſe wilt 
ſometimes be on. ly foundred of his fore-feete , and 
not of his hinder , which you ſhall know iff that the 
horſe will treade onely vpon his hinder feere, and

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not on his fore-feete , and goe as though his bur- 
tockes would touch the ground , and ſometimes he 
will bee foundred vpon his hinder feete, and nor 

n his fore-feete, and that you ſhall perceijue 
by his fearefulneſle to fer his feete tothe ground, 
beeing alſo ſo weake behind that hee well ſtand 
| xt gk quaking , and couet alwayes to lye 

owne, and ſometimes he will be foundred of all 
his forc-fecte, the fignes whercot were firſt de- 
clared. 

Now for as much as the cures bce all of one and 
the ſclfe ſame nature, and what cureth the firſt, cu- 
reth alſo the reſt, I will ioyne them altogether, 
with this aduice , that if you finde the horſe to bee 
foundred of the fore-feete onely , then to apply 
'our medicine to the fore-partes onely , if on the 
hinder feete, then to the hinder partes; bur it 
of all foure feete , then to lay your medicine to all 
the {eucrall partes of the body, as ſhall be preſcntly 
dClarcd. | 

To come then tothe cures ( according to the 

inion of a worthy Knight well experienced in this 
difeaſe ) if your horſe bee toundred of all his toure 
feete, you ſhallcauſe him to bee let bloud on his 
two breſt-yeines of his two fore. legges, ſom: what. 
aboue his knees, alſo you ſhall let him bloud on his 
two ſpur-vcines, and on the-yeines of his two hincer 
feere a little aboue the hoofe,, betyweene the hoote 
and the paſtorne : you ſhall let theſe vines bleede 
well tothe quantity of a quart or three pints, which 
'bloud you muſt ſave in ſome veſlell, and ftirre it 
with a ſticke to keepe it fiom clearing : and when it

Now during this cure,you are to take theſe obſer. 
uitions in your memory.

Item, you ſhall take away his gartersafter twelue 
houres, and rub his knees and houghes with your 
hand,and with wiſpes, to take away the numbneſſe. 

Item , If you cannot get wheat meale, you may 
take oaten meale. 

Item, If he will not bleed in the veines before na- 
med, then you may take your bloud from the necke. 


Laſtly,If you take the horſe in hand tocure within 
twenty foure houres after he is foundred , he will be 
ſound againe within twenty foure houres after; if he 
go longer, the cure will be longer in doing, 

New the ancient Farriers of this kingdome,and a- 
differ not much in their practiſe 
ed, onely into the charge 
they adde of Sa»guis Dracents halfe a quarterne,and 
as much beane flower , as wheat flower, and of Tur- 


pentine halig a pound; then it they did ſee that with-

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in foure daics the horſe did not recouer,then they did 
know that the hurtfull humours did onely lye in the 
horſes feete, and there you ſhall ſearch his feete

-whether they be Naturall or Accidentall : for the 
Violence of fire ſeparating and diſgeſting all man. 
ner of humours , into a thinne ayre, -and looſe bo- 
dy, cleanſeth and auoydeth FOR rNetns which 
are the materiall cauſes of all putrifaRion and VIce- 
ration. Now of cauterization there bee two kitides, 
the one of them actual , which is that which is done 
by the hand,and with the inſtrumerit : that is ro lay 
of the hot Iron of what faſhion ſoever : The other 
Potential , which is done by the applying of Medi- 
cine, whoſe nature is eyther Corrofiue, Purrifative, 
. or Cauſticke, 
i Now the firſt of theſe, which is the caurerize aQtu- 
all, is principally to bee vicd when there is aay Apo- 
ſtumarionin any finewy part or member, or amongſt 
any of the moſt principall Veiaes : Alfo when you 
ſhal dif. member or cut away any ioynt, or make an 
incifion where there isfeare of any fluxe of blood, 
or where you ſhal finde either the skinne or Muſcles, 
ſhrunke or ſtrairned : and in many ſuch like caſes. 
The Cautcrizing poterriall is to bee vſed in old 
cankered 
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cankered Vicers, Wennes, or any ſpon2y Excrefhon 
eyther of fleſh or bone wharſocuer,of whoſe natures 
and properties you ſhal Reade more heereafter ina 
following Chapter.

A\ auall Cautery , according tothe opinion of 
the moſt auncient F arriers, being moderately 
vied , is a notable _ toſtoppe all corruption in 
members, ro keepe perfeRt the complexion of the 
fame, andalſo ſtanch the blood : ou you muſt 
haue a careful Regard that in the handling of your 
Iron, you touch neyther Sinewes, Tendants , Cords 
nat ts, leaſt you do vtterly diſable the mem- 
ber,or breed Crampes or Convultions ; except ir be 
when you dil. member or cut away any ioynt' : As 
when you do make curtals, geld Horſes, or ſuch like : 
and then your cautery is to be vſcd onely to ſeare the 
Veines, Sinewes , and Ligaments, til ſuch time that 
you are perfealy aſfured that all fAlaxe of blood is 
ſtopped, wharſocuer, 

Now againe the aQual cautery bindeth together 
partes looſened , it doeth attenume parrs blowne, 
and puffed vp, it dryeth vp ſuperfluous moyſtur c, 
it both looſeneth, diſperſcth, anJ diuiderh cuill mar- 
ter gathered together iato knogs , it aſſwageth olde 
erieues, it refificth thoſe parts of the body that 
are corrupted by any manner of way, reducing them 
to their fark perfe eſtate ,, and ſuffereth no aboun.

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dance: of cuill humours to grow or increaſe : For 
the skinne being ſeparated and opened with the hote 
Iron, all putrifation whatſoeuer through the vertue 
of the fire, is firſt digeſted and ripened , ard then ſo 

diſſolued , that the matter doth ifſue out aboundant- 
ly at the holes, mp the grieued orſickned mem- 
ber is now healed, and caſed of al paine and gricte : 
yea , and inſomuch that the holes being once cloſed, 
and cleane ſhut vp, the place is ſtronger and bertcr 
knic together, and coucred with a tougher and har.

fore the vie of cauterizing is onely to bce preferred 
but in deſperate caſes of great extreamity : for albeit 
it worke foule, yet I am perſwaded it is moſt cer- 
taine, and it workes moſt ſure, 

Now as touching the inſtruments wherewith you 
muſt cauterize, their ſubſtance and proportion , you 
ſhal vrderſtand that the moſt curious Farriers doc 
preferre eyther Cold oriluer to bee the beſt menal 
to make them of, in that few or no cuil accidentsdo 
follow whcrethey burne : But the wiſcſt, beſt, and 
moſt skilfulleſt Farriers take Copper to be ſufficient 
enough aand a mettal without any lawful exception: 
yct where.Copper inſtruments cannot bee had, there 
you may with commendations enough , vie ſuch in- 
ſtruments as are made of iron, and find your worke 
nothing at al hjndred.®

The Cauſticke medicines are thoſe whicharc'made 
of ſtrong lye, called Caprielium, or Magiſtra, of Vis 
zriole Romane, S al-niter, Aqua-fortis, Apinum, Can- 
tharides, Ciclamine, Onions, ſtiong Garlicke , Mela- 
nacardinum, the ſtones or graines of Briony,and ma.

He Rowelling of horſes is , amongſt our igno. 

rant and fimple Smiths, the moſt ordinary and 
general practiſe of al other whatſocuer, inſomuch 
that not any Diſcaſe can almoſt bee found abour a 
horſe, eyther how ſlight or great ſocuer it bee, but 
preſently without any Reaſon or lence therefore, 
they wil Rowel him ſor the ſame ; whereby they 
not onely putthe horſe to a necdleſle tortnent ; -but 
alſo bring downe ( now and then ) fuch a fluxe of 
mn From, endow they Lame the tiorſe , which 
otherwiſe would bee perf-Rly ſound. - But it is not 
my 1 heame to _ of thelc ignoranecs *; -onely- 
this I muſt ſay of Rowelling, it is a praQiiſe as ne- 
ceflary and commendable 4 the good eſtate of a 
Horſes Limbes and _ , as any medicine whatſoe- 
uer, ſoit beapplyed in his duc time, and in his due 
place : otherwiſe on the contrary _part,, it is contrary 
toal goodneſſe. 

The helpes which are got by Rowelling, are 
theſe, it ſeparateth and diffolverh al cuil humours, 
which eyther through Natural or Vanatural cor- 
ruptions are gathered and knit together in. any one 
placc,hindving the office of any member , or defor. 
ming the by any ſuperfluity of cuil ſubſtance, 
it looſcneth thoſe parts that are bound , and bindeth 
thoſe that are Weakened, it giueth ſtrength 
vnto ficke _ and comforterh wharſocuer i, 
oppreſſed with any cold fleame , er hote Frans,

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ſubſtance : thegeneral vic of Rowelling , is eyther 
for our inward ftraincs, eſpecially about the ſholders 
ot hips,orelſe for great hard ſwellings , which wil 
not be molified or corroded by any outward medi- 
cine , which is eyther playſteror Vnguent : for you 
muſt ynderſtand , that when a Horle receiueth any 
.trayneot bruiſe, eyther in the vpper ioynts of h's 
ſhoulders or his hips , which ioyrts do nor (tand oric 
vppon anorher, as the lower ioynts do, but they goe 
one into another, as the one end of the Harrow. 
bone intothe pot of the ſpade-bone, and the other 
end into the pot of the Elbow , which is a double 
bone : NowasI ſay, when a bruilcis recciucd in 
theſe parts, .if by preſent application of hote and 
comfortable medicines, the griefe bee not taken a- 
way,then efr-ſoones there gathers berweene the pot 
and the bone, a ccrtayne bruiſed ielly , which conti- 
nually offendeth the tender Griſtle which couers the 
ends of cuery bone,makes the horſe to halt vehemenc 


ly : and thenis this corrupt matter not to be taken a. - 


way by any outward medicine,but by Rewelling on- 
ly : and as I fpcake of the ſhoulder, fol ſpeake ot the 
hips alſo, where the vpper thigh bone goeth into the 
pot of the canel-bone,and there breeds the like infir- 
'mity. Now for the manner of Rowelling,jt is in this 
fort : Firſt, when you haue found out the certayne 
on of the horſes griete, as whether it bee on the 

ore-pitch of the (houlder, on the hinder Elbow, or 
on the Hippe , then you ſhal (hauing caſt the Horſe 
vpon ſome Dung-hil , or ſoft ground ) make a little 

tt more then a gooe handful below the place of his 
gricfe thorough the $kinne, and no more, fo bigge 
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as you may well thruſt in a ſwannes- quill into 
the ſame : then with your cornet raiſe the skinne a 
little from the fleſh, and then put in your quill, and 
blow all the skinne from the- fleſh vpward, euen to 
the toppe, and all ouer the Thoulder : then ſtop. 
ping the hole with your finger. and your thumbe, 
take a ſmall hazell ſticke, 'and all to beate the 
blowne place all ouer ; and then wich-your hand 
ſpread the winde into cuery patt , and after ler it 
goe : then rake a tampin of horſe haire rwound to. 
gether, or which is better,of redde farciner,- halfe 
the bignefle. of a mans little finger, . and aboue a 
foote or ſixteene. inches ir length, parting it into 
your rowelling neecile', which would bee at the leaſt 
ſeuen or cight inches: long ; thruſt itin ar the firſt 
hole, and fo putting is vpward, draw it out againe 
at leaſt fixe irches aboue zatd then, if you pleaſe, 
you may put in another aboue that : and then tye the 
two ends of the tampins or rowels- together, and 
mone and draw them to and fro inthe skinne , in a.

noynt them well with butter, hogges greaſe, or oyle 
de bays. 
Now there be other Farriers , which in that they 
EK =rcopiniated that theſe long rowcls, or tampins of 
haire orfilke , . doe make both a double ſore, and a 
great $karre , therefore they make their rowels of 
z0und -pecces of ſtiffe leather , ſuch as is the ypper 
part of ani 'olde ſhoo?, with a round hole in 
the middeſt; according to this forme : and 
then doubling ;ic when they put it in, as

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-fooneas it is within, toſpread it , and lay it flat be- 

tweene the fleſh and the skinne, and (o as the hole of 

the Rowel may anſwer juſt with the hole that is mace 

in the horſes skinne , and then once in two or three 

dayes tocleanſe the Rowell, and to annoynr ir,-and 

ſo put ir inagaine, 

Other Farr#:rs doe vic to make the Rowell of lan. 
thorne-horne, inthe ſame faſhion as ismade of lea. 
ther, and in like ſorr rovicir. Burt for mine owne 
part, I haue vſed themall , and truely in my practiſe, 
finde not any better then other : onely the leather or 
the Horne is ſomewhat more cleanly , and lefle.of- 
fenſiue tothe Eye, yet they aske much more atten- 
dance. 

Now if you do Rowell your Horſe for any ſwel- 
ling , then you ſhall euer put in your long Rowel the 
ſame way that the Veines runne , and ſeldome or ne- 
uer crofle-wiſe, jand the more you blow the skin for 
- a ſwelling, ſo much the better it 1s: for the Winde is 
it which onely occafioneth putrifaltion , and makes 
the feſtred humors to diffolue,and diſtill downe from 
the ſecret hollowes of the ioynts, into thoſe open 

laces where it falleth away in matter,. an fo the 

ſ becomes cured.

Now for the manner of curtalling of Horſes , it is 
in-this ſort. : . Firſt, you ſhall with your finger and 
your-thumbe-, | grope till you finde the third ioynt 
from the ſetring on of the Horſes tayle ; and hauing 
found it , raiſe vp all the baire, and turne it backe. 
ward ; then tzkinga very ſmall ſtrong Cord, wrappe 
it about thatioynt, and pull it both with your owne 
ſtrengih, and another mans, fo ſtraight as you can 
poſſible pull it : then wrappe. it about agaiae, and 
draw it as ſtraight or ſtraighter againe : and thus doe 
three or foure times about the tayle , with-alb the 
poſſible ſtraightneſſe that may bee ; and then make 
faſt the ends of the cord : then take a peece of wood, 
whole end is {mooth and even, of iuſt height with 
the ſtrunt of the horſes taile ; and ſetting it. betweene 
the horſes hinder legges ) after you haue tramelled 
all his foure legges, in ſuch ſort that hee can no 
wayecs ſtir ) then lay his taile thereuppon, and ta- 
king a maine ſtrang ſharpe Knife made for the pur- 
pote , {ct the edge thereof ſoneere as you can geſle 
it,betweene the fourth and fifth ioynt, and then with 
a great Smithy hammer ſtriking vppon the backe of 
the knife, cutthe taile aſunder : then if you ſee
